Possibly one good reason for hesitancy on Rus- 
sia's part to attack this country directly Is the un- 
questionable certainty that the Kremlin knows the 
extent of American, industrial capacity far better than 
the average American. Following are reports of 
leaders in key industries: 

Steel: "Today we have more capacity than all 
the rest of the world put together. Since the last war 
started, we have built as much new steel capacity as 
existed in Germany when that war began. This ex- 
cess capacity Is sufficient to meet the present de- 
mand." Clarence B. Randall, president of Inland Steel 
Co. 

Rubber: "Today we have not one but two raw 
materials — natural and synthetic rubber. Before World 
War II we could turn 85,000 tons of rubber into fin- 
ished products each month. Now we can process 
110,000 tons a month. Before World War II our In- 
dustry had about 150,000 employes. Today, we have 
over 200,000." Harry E. Humphreys, Jr., president of 
United States Rubber Co. 

Oil: "There is no need for rationing, even if 
military demand expands substantially from present 
levels. Since the end of the last war, the petroleum in- 
dustry has increased its capacity by more than 25 per 
cent." Dr. Robert E. Wilson, chairman of the board 
of the Standard Oil Co. (Indiana). 

Electric Power: "Right now the electric utility 
industry has one- third more generating capacity than 
at the end of the last war, and bv the end of 1953

QUESTION: How docs .t affect 
cattle? 

ANSWER: Tho heart beats faster, 
the skin may get ycllowlah, milk 
production falls off; the animal gets 
listless and losss weight rapidly. A 
laboratory blood test often shows the 
dot-like parasite In red blood cells. 
QUESTION: What causes anaplas- 
mosis? 

ANSWER: A tiny 
parasite which Is 
sometimes carried 
by llles, mosquitoes 
and ticks. Anaplos- 
mosla may also be 
spread by unsterl- 
II red vaccl nation 
needles and dehorn- 
ing Inst ruments. 
When the Infection Is well established 
ilk destroys red blood cells. 

QUESTION: Do cattle die from ItT 

1 ANSWER: Yea. From one-fifth to 

one-third of the Infected animals die. 

The ones thit don't d'.e remain car- 





riers or the disease parasites. 

QUESTION: What should the own- 
er do with cattle that recover? 
ANSWER: Usually, because recov- 
ered anfmals are 
carriers, It's best to 
fatten ■ them, and 
send them to mar- 
ket, but that de- 
pends upon the local 
disease conditions. 
Tho meat and milk 
from these animals Is safe for human 
consumption. 

QUESTION: Is It a summertime 
disease? 

ANSWER: Usually, although- »t 
may appear during tho winter In 
regions with mild climates. Also, it 
Is mostly a dlrcase of mature ani- 
mals: young calves seldom get It. 

QUESTION: Is there a vaccine 
available? 

ANSWER: No, but research vet- 
erinarians arc attempting to develop 
one. Also, they ara using several 
drugs for treating the disease, but 
they have not yet found one that Is 
entirely satisfactory. Many Infected 
animals can bo saved, however, If 
treatment la started soon enough.
